If this decision is sustained, 
and the capital goes back to Yankton, 
next year members of the legislature 
from central Dakota should be elected on 
a platform to remove the capital to some 
point to the northwe-t." 


THE order recently issued relieving

of good sleighing created by a 


heavy snow-fall recently have been rudely dis- 
pelled and replaced by certainties in the shape 
of mud and slush. The ice on the Big Horn 
river no sooner became safe for the passage of 
wagons 'than a thaw set in, and now the water is 
rushing over tbe ice like a mill-race, with every 
prospect of clearing tbe river in a day or so. 


Fort Cnster is a most inconvenient place un- 


der these I circumstances. The ferry cannot be 
worked, crossing by wagon is decidedly unsafe, 
and the means of transportation furnished by 
nature is entirely out' of the question, for two 
good reasons—first, tbe danger of making a 
hole in the ice with one's body, and second, the 
unpleasantness «.f making tbe trip (supposing 
the ice strong enough) knee deep in almost 
freezing cold water, with no opportunity of 
warming up on the western side. Many persona 
who lead this letter may think tie situation 
"awful jolly," and so it is I dare say, from their 
point of view, but looking at it from onr point 
at Fort Caster—say the "tank hons;"—it is not 
half BO interesting, especially to those who have 
urgent business down at Cnster Station, and 
must needs go there in person to transact it. 


Your correspondent has many times in former 


days assisted as a member of a congregation in 
praying for favorable weather, and although we 
sometimes always didn't get what wo prayed for, 
yet I never knew of it doing any considerable 
harm. If so it be that prayers will assist in 
making the Big Horn "a very safe river to 
cross" by Tuesday next, we may reasonably hope 
that "snch will be," for prayers were commenced 
abont three days ago by two officers of this gar- 
rison who have particular businens at Cnster 
Station just abont that time, and wt o are doing 
penance and prayer on tha ragged edge in the 
mean time.

new Bishop of North Dakota, accompanied by 
special correspondence from New York under 
Hate of December 21st. From the letter the 
following interesting extract is taken: 


"Yesterday at Calvary church, in this city, the 


Bev. W. D. Walker was consecrated to ,the office 
of bishop of the Protestant Episcopal church of 
tbe United States, and his jurisdiction will be 
that of missionary bishop of North Dakota 
The choice, with singular unanimity, fell upon 
Bev. William David Walker, rector of Calvary 
chapel, New York City, and after duly consider- 
ing the subject in all its bearings he accepted 
the office, and yesterday in the presence of a 
large congregation and of nearlj two hundred of 
his brethren in the ministry, including eight or 
ten of thebishopsof the church, he was set apart 
for this work with the prayers of his brethren, 
that like Barnabas and 8»nl at Antiochhe might 
go forth to the work for which the Holy Ghost 
had called him. 


"Bishop Walker is in his 44th year and is un- 


married. In person he stands over six feet 
high, of fair proportions, possibly a little slen- 
der; his frame is erect, bis complexion ruddy, 
his hair black, and his eyes bright, with a mild, 
intelligent expression that at once arres's atten- 
tion and attracts you by its gentleness and the 
winning manners that accompany it. 


"He is a graduate of the General Theological 


Seminary of New York, and has never had any 
other charge than his present one, which he baa 
held for twenty-one years, and from this flour- 
ishing parish, whose steady growth and practi- 
cal work is a most excellent commentary on his 
ability, he now goes forth in the full vigor of 
manhood and in most excellent physical health 
to the extended field of labor assigned him in 
the northwest] His jurisdiction extends from 
Minnesota on the east to Montana on the west, 
a distance of 350 miles, and from the 46th par- 
allel on the south to the British line on the 
north, a distance of 210 miles, and this territory 
is rapidly filling up with a class of emigrants 
from the north of Europe and from all the 
northern states of this country. 


"As a preacher Bishop Walker is earnest and 


impressive, his sermons show care in their prepa- 
ration and in thsir delivery one is forcibly im- 
pressed w;th his sincerity and no one can listen 
to him without|realizing that tis whole heart is 
enlisted in his work.
